16 but the assembly may be called 
Into special session In six m onths 
to approve 
world-wide 
arm s re ­ 
ductions which the security council 
is to plan In detail. 
Gave Solemn Pledge 
In the vaulted gold-and-blue as­ 
sembly hall at 
Flushing Meadow 
Park, the world's diplomats gave 
a solemn pledge that tile lr countries 
would support immediate steps to 
reduce their armed forces and pro­ 
hibit the use of the atomic bomb. 
Tills was regarded as the most 
significant achievement of Die as­ 
sembly. which met in the United 
.States for the first time and se­ 
lected a M anhattan skyscraper site 
for Its perm anent home.

was the attainm ent

virtually 
unanim ous agreement among dele­ 
gates. a unanim ity that had been 
conspicuously 
lacking 
since 
the 
United Nations was born. 
Cooperative Spirit 
For the first time since hostilities 
ended, delegates agreed there was 
an increase In cooperative spirit be­ 
t a i n Soviet Russia and the western 
powers. 
There was evidence in some re- 
speels of a softening of Russian 
policy and tile diminishing of Soviet 
suspicions. Delegates agreed gener­ 
ally that U S Secretary of State 
-ha***** F Bv eta*-contributed great- 
ly to this bv disclosing voluntarily 
the num ber and position of Ameri­ 
can troops on foreign soil—inform a­ 
tion that Russia fought unsuccess­ 
fully to have every nation give to 
the U. N 
Thus advancement iii United Na­ 
tions relations 
was keynoted 
by

Austin. Chief

U S delegation in the closing hours 
ol the session.

“Starting with tile ink and paper 
charter,’* Austin told fellow dele­

And in tribute to the small n a ­ 
tions, Austin declared that .“the as­ 
sembly has proved its power to pro­ 
mote unanimous agreement among 
the great nations of these tilings 
th at are so im portant for the fu­ 
ture of mankind ”
